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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that the side gratings 10 of 
Jaeger ... clearly do not form the container body or sidewalls. This clearly opposes the position stated in the claim rejection that the side 
gratings 10 are part of the sidewalls. Applicant statement is not well reasoned. Applicant has not considered that the sidewall 2 forms a 
portion of the sidewall and the side grating 10 forms an additional portion of the sidewall. The gratings 10 are not operable to hold liquid 
but the sidewall 2 with the bottom 3 are operable to hold liquid. It is common in painting art for user's to have long arms capable of 
reaching the bottom of the bin of Jaeger and that paint rollers are accompanied by long sticks, in some case extendable telescoping 
sticks, capable of allowing a user to reach grating 12 without extending any portion of their body within the bin of Jaeger. 
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
